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His Resignation Demanded for Coumnt: | 


ing Two Death Sentences. 


The Brutul Crimes of Rich, M. Coward and | 
John Fields, the Subjects of Ex- 
ecutive Clemency. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HOustTON, TEX., June 21.—The commutation 
of the death sentences of Richard M. Coward 
and John Field, to imprisonment for life, the 
former having been convicted for murder, and 
the latter ofa most fiendish outrage upona 
German widow, has caused wide-spread indig- 
nation in this vicinity. The matter was first 
talked about and deprecated quietly, butthe 
teeling rose so high thatan indignation mect- 
ing was culled here last night, in which near- 
ly 1,500 citizens participated. Gov. 
Roberts was denounced by the meeting in most 
unmeasured terms, and resoiutions were pre- 
sented by Mr. F. A. Small, characterizing the 
Governor as the friend and shielder of murder- 
ers, assassins and criminals of all kinds, and 
calling for his immediate resignation. The 
resolutions were unanimously adopted, have 
been printed and a copy forwarded to the Gov- 
ernor,and the citizens say they will insist onthe 
Governor, who has come into the utmost con- 
tempt, resigning his position at once. 

The crimes of which Coward and Fields have 
been convicted were of a most outrageous and 
revolting character, and the courts condemned 
them at once on the testimony. 

FIELDS’ CRIME. 

On the 17th day of May oflast year, as Mrs. 
Catherine Keyser, a middle-agea German 
widow woman, was picking dewberries near 
the track of the Eastern Narrow Gauge Rail. 
road, and just beyond the eastern suburbs of 
this city, she was attacked by a negro man, 
who committed a great crime despite her vig- 
orous resistance. Though the black scoundrel 
escaped for the time, the description given by 
Mrs. Keyser of the flend pointed 
to a negro called John Fields asthe man; and 
the suspicion was strengthened by tne fact that 
Fields suddenly disappeared about that time. 
About two weeks afterwards Fields wascaught, 
and when taken into the presence of Mrs. Key- 
ser she instantly identified him as the man who 
had so brutally assailed her. At the June 
term ofthe Harris County Criminal District 
Court an indictment was feund and Fields was 
put upon trial for rape, the penalty of which 
under the laws ot Texas is death, or imprison- 
ment tor life, at the option of tha 
jury.The trial resultedin Fields’ conviction and 


the death penalty was assigned. On some 
groune made by ceunsel the Court set the ver- 

ict aside. A new trial was had at the October 
terin of the court, with just the same result. 
An appeal was then taken to the State Court of 
Appeals, by which tribunal the judgment of the 
Criminal District Court was affirmed, and on 
Friday, the 20th inst., the wretch was to 
have expiated his fearful crime by a leap 
into eternity from the platform of 
a gallows. Fields is about thirty-eight years 
old, asquare built, heavy-jowled negro, and 
looks as if he was an enimal in whom the brute 
passions predominate. He insists upon his 
innocence and says he is going straight tothe 
bosom of the Lord. 


COWARD'S CRIME. 

Just about dusk on the 31st of October of last 
year Mr.Adolph Lochtropp, an elderly German 
of this city, was called to the door of his resi- 
dence in the Fourth Ward and shot dead in his 


own door. The man who fired the death shot 
was mounted, and having consum- 
mated his bioodvw deed rode off at a 
fast§g gallop. A young man named Richard M. 
Coward was immediately suspected or the 
crime. A brother of Coward’s was atthe time 
in jailin Grimes county, charged with stealing 
atnule. Lochtropp was a witness in the case, 

and it Was supposed that he had been murder- 

ed to keep his testimony from beiag used in 
court. Dick Coward was looked for, but, like 
the nogro Fields, he was missed from bis ac- 
customed haunts. Vigilant hunters, however, 
were after him, and in a few days he 
was tracked to a farm-house a short 
distance from the city; andin that house he 
was found concealed between the mattresses of 
abed. He was tried at the last February term 
of the Criminal District Court, tound guilty ot 
murder in the first degree, and the death pen- 
sity awarded as part of the verdict. [In Texas, 
impnmsonment for life may be awarded as an 
alternate punishment even for murder in the 
first degree.} The judgment of the lower court 
was affirmed by the Court of Appeals at its last 
Galveston term, and yesterday Cowuard’s life 
was to pay the forfeit ot his bloody crime were 
it not fer Gov. Roberts’ interterence. 

Adolph Lochtropp was a quiet citizen who had 
long resided in this community, and was never 
known to have had a persona! difficulty with 
anybody. A widow and some five or six chil- 
dren were bereft of husband, parent and pro- 
tector by his untimely taking off. Cowardis 
na young man not more than twenty-one years 
old.He belongs to thefclass called‘‘Cow Boys,’’ 
He was raised in this country ,and has relatives 
here who are wealthly, but his own parents are 
dead, and it was regarded as remarkable that 
his relatives put him uponthe charity of the 
court for counsel to defend hin.

BISHOP RYAN’S — 
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A. Post-Dispatch Representative Has a Talk 
With Him on an Incoming Train.

His Reageons for Declining a Public Re- 
ception. 


Rt. Rev. P.J. Ryan, Bishop Coadjutor for 
this diocese, arrived from the East this morn- 
ing by the Toledo and Wabash train. A PostT- 
DISPATCH representative, who was on the same 
train, bad a short chat with the reverend gentle- 
man in regard to his trip East, and found him 
well-pleased with it. It willbe remembered 
that Bishop Ryan went to New York, about 
two weeks ago, to attend the dedicatory cere- 
monies of the new cathedral there, where he 
also delivered the dedicatory sermon. This 
effort won great praise for him in the entire 
Eastern press, a leading journal characterizing 
him as the Bossuet of the West, and all uniting 
in pronouncing the sermon among the most 
wagnificent and eloquent of modern pulpit 
The Bishop was very modest in 
speaking of himself, and seemed to imply that 
a great deal more had been said 
of him than he deserved, which, of course, the 
people of St. Louis know to be impossible. On 
his way home he was obliged to stop over in 
Boston to deliver a lecture, speaking there last 
Sunday night. in the Boston Theater, to a 
crowded audience. 

THE BISHOP SAID 

that some time ago he had promised to lecture 
tothe Bostonians, and when they got him Kast 
they insisted on him redeeming his promise, 
and he had to do so. The 
commendation that was heaped 
upon the Bishop in New York 
suggested the idea to a greatmany preeminent 
St. Louisans that a grand reception should be 
given him on his return and evegy preparatiou 
had been made for an elaborate turn-out,when 
a letter was received in which the Bishop posi- 
tively declined anything in the nature ofa 
public reception. 

The Post-DISPATCH representative spoke to 
him on this point, suggesting that the fact of 
his declination had been made public and was 
greatly regretted. 

‘*Yes,’’ said the Bishop, ‘‘I received a letter 
from «a friend, at first, in which there was a 
statement that some distinguished individual 
was to be received with great honors, anc then, 
again, I received a second letter from Mr. 
Peter L. Foy, in which I was named as the dis- 
tinguished individual hinted at in the first 
letter. I immediately 

WROTE, DECLINING THE RECEPTION, 
refusing to allow anything of the kindto take 
place.’’

‘*I see no occasion for a public demonstra- 
tien. I have done nothing to deserve it, and I 
am adverse to such displays, especially when , 
am myself concerned. I understood this re- 
ception was arranged to take place 
to-night, and so I made my arrangements to 
get to St. Louis this morning in order to frus- 
trate any attempt that might be madein that 
direction.’’ 

‘*I believe,’’ said Bishop Ryan, after a short 
pause, ‘‘in going through this world just as 
quietly as possibie.’’ 

Bishep Ryan said thatit was impossible for 
him to have remained longerin the East, as 
Archbishop Kenrick was very old and needed 
assistance in the discharge of the many and 
onerous duties of his office. When questioned 
in regard to the Archbishop he said he was in 
tair health; was very regular in his habits, re 
tiring every night at 9:30, rising at 
4, and breakfasting to a minute at the 
same hour every morning. Every evening he 
could be seen walking out Pine street to Grand 
avenue and back, and,’’ added the Bishop, 
‘‘the families along Pine street all regulate 
their supper hour by the Archbishop's walk.’’

The link adjoining the golden 
one is inscribed as tollows: *‘Won by Daniel 
O’ Leary, of Chicago, U. 8. A., March 18, 1878; 
Distance 520.44 miles in 138 hours, 48 minutes, 
beating H. Vaughan, Chester, 500 miles; H. 
Brown, ‘Blower,’ of Fulham. 476 miles, and 
18 others.’’ The belt is said to have cost £100, 
which amount, accordingtothe rules, is re- 
quired as security from ~* holder. 

Vedestrianism in Pennsylvania.—A 72-hour 
go-as-you-please contest, open to all from 
Butler, Clarion, Armstrong, Venango and 
Crawford Counties, commenced in the Opera- 
house, Petrolia, Pa., June 10, on a track re- 
quiring 36 laps to the mile, with 11 contest- 
ants. Reager quit at 15 miles, McGuire at 56 
miles, Lyons at 59 miles.

The local amusement world is just now in its 
dullest season, if, indeed, St. Louis can lay 
claim to any degrees ef comparison in this re- 
spect, as the only thing that distinguishes one 
portion ofthe year from another is the fact 
that a couple of theaters are open, running 
the worst attractions the country affords, 
and doing even this in a most sor- 
rowful and money-losing manner, These 
play-houses are now closed, and so the ex- 
cuse for theatrical representation in St. Louis 
is not even here. The warm woather has made 
itinconvenient for persons to tolerate any but 
the very best concerts, in-doors, and all circles 
have seen fitto pay that deference to caloric 
which is dueit. The only event of the week 
has been the Wilhelmj-Rummel concerts, of 
last night and tnis afternoon, and these were 
well attended and properly appreciated. 

WILHELMJ-RUMMEL. 

The reception given Wilhelmj and Rummel, 
last evening, amounted almost to an ovation. 
The respective several performances of the two 
artists were rapturously applauded, and an en- 
core was added to each number on the pro- 
gramme. The audience was very large and was 
certainly one of the most fashionable that ever 
assembled inabhall in St. Louis to attenda 
musical or other event. Itwasalso a music- 
discriminating assemblage, and critical atten- 
tion was paid to the great violinist and his 
companion artist. Franz tuiamel on his ap- 
pearance was greeted with a generous manifes- 
tation of the favorable ieeling of the audience 
towards him. Great things were expect- 
ed of him, az he came here heralded 
as the prince of his profession, and great 
things were certainly obtained. His first per- 
formance was from Mendelssohn, playing 
‘*Variations Scrieuses’’ in amanner that at 
once wor him the highest place in the estima- 
tion of his bearers and that called forts most 
enthusiastic applause, asecond selection be- 
ing demanded with a persistence that the 
pianist could not resist. Rummel showed at 
once that he is not  over-estimated 
in his ability, and that, for delicacy of touch, 
power of expression, marvelors technique, 
and the charm of imbuing bis music with the 
feeling and spirit the composer intended for it, 
he is unexcelled, Viewed trom an artistic 
standpoint, his performance last night was a 
triumph. In rendering Liszt’s beautiful ‘‘Po- 
lonaise’’ in E major, he fairly carried the au- 
dience with him, and in Raff’s sonata, A-ma- 
jor, in which he and Wilhelmj played, the 
violinist wasinterruptéd atone time by the 
anplause which greeted a delicate and beauti- 
ful solo passage. Wilhelmj's skill as a violin- 
ist is already too well known hereto call for 
any recapitulation of his triumphs of last night. 
Chopin’s ‘‘Nocturne’’ was finished amid 
the greatest applause, and Bach’s 
**Chaconne’’ was Sv magnificently 
rendered that the audience almost rose to their 
feet; the wildest hand-clapping rang through 
the halland cries ot ‘‘Bravo! Bravo!’’ were 
heard on all sides. In response to a call for an 
encore he gave several beautiful Hungurian 
airs and was again recalled amid great enthu- 
siasm. Miss May Bryant,who is a verry pretty 
mezzo soprano, sang several interesting se- 
lections, and was highly commended. 

This afternoon a matinee was given at which 
Mr. Phil Branson, the popular tenor, sang sey- 
eral ot his best selections tothe delight of an- 
other large and fashionable audience.

hours. When the insect alights on the center 
ot the leaf the short central filaments 
are not inflected, but the glands trans- 
mit net only motor power to the 
external filaments, but also some influence 
which, before they are brought into contact 
with the prey, causes them to secrete more ac- 
tively, and the secretion to become acid. Ae- 
cording to Dr. Nitschke, insects are generally 
kilied in about a quarter of an bour, suffocated 
in the seeretion. The number of insects which 
thus meet their death must be prodigions. On 
one leaf alone Mr. Darwin found the remainsof 
thirteen flies, and asa singie plant has some 
six or seven leaves, and the plant is itself very 
abundant, thetale of the slain must be enorm- 
ous. Thecommonest victims are small flies 
(Diptera), but the Rev. H.M.Wilkinson, on one 
occasion ,observed a large dragon-fly, with his 
body firmly held by two leaves.—/Ellice Hop- 
kins, in Contemporary Review.

A Timely Book, ; 

HOW TO GET STRONG, AND HOW LOSTAYSO. 
By WILLIAM BLAIKIE. New York: Harper 
Bros. 1879. 12mo. 

Twenty years agothe apostie of muscular 
Christianity in New England was a Harvard 
graduate named Winship, a famous lifter of 
heavy weights and lecturer on physical 
culture. Although of slight frame, and 
below the medium height, Dr. Winship 
bad developed his muscles by merely lifting 
and pulling until be was able to lift a weight of 
3.000 pounds, toraise himself toa bar by his 
little finger, and to perform other feats which 
were indicative of a one-sided and unnatural 
development. He made a great mistake in his 
theory and practice, overtaxed a constitution 
not naturally vigorous, and died at the early 
age of thirty-six. 

In his lectures and exhibitions he had, as an 
assistant, a sturdy, resolute youth named Blai- 
kie, if possible more devoted than his master 
to the cause of muscular development, and one 
who has profited by a knowledge denied to 
Winsbip. Blaikie entered Harvard OCol- 
lege in the class of ’67, toox his 
place in the gymnasium, and in the college 
boat studied rowing and physical cuiture 
as a science, has been judgeand referee and 
trainer and spiritual adviser in many a contest 
in the past twelve years, and has finally made 
a contribution to the science in which he is 
a recognized authority by the publication of 
the little volume under notice—a work which 
can hardly be praised'too highly. 

The first merit of Mr. Blaikie’s book is that 
he knows whathe is talking about, and the 
great merit of it is that he has no hobby and is 
no specfalist. He is not devoted to one exer- 
cise nor to one setof muscles. His aim ig to 
secure strength, which mans the development 
ofalithe muscles, and he values strength not 
for itseown sake, but because itis identical 
with health, with vigor, energy, success, long 
life and happiness. 

Sucha book andsuch teachings are much 
needed in acountry where its dpening page is 
true, as follows: 

Probably more men walk past the corner of 
Broadway and Fulton street, in New York city, 
in the course of one year, than any other point 
in Amecrica—men of all nations and ages, 
heights and weights. Look at them carefully 
as they pass, and you will see that scarcely one 
in ten is either erect or thoroughly well-built. 
Some slouch their shoulders and double in at 
the waist; some overstep; others cant to one 
side; this one has one shoulder higher than the 
other, and thatone both too high; some have 
heavy bodies and light legs, others the 
reverse ; and so on, each with 
his own peculiarities. A thorougily 
erect, well-proporticned man, easyand grace- 
fulin his moveiments,is far from a frequent 
sight. Any one accustomed to athletic work, 
and knowing What it cando for the body, 
must have wondered at times why most men 
allow themselves to coalongfor years, per- 
haps through life, 80 carrving themseives as 
not to lack the outward grace and ease they 
might possess,and which they occasionaily see 
in others, but so as to directly crampand im- 
pede one or more of the vital organs. 

The description of nondescript humanity 
which is true of New York is true ot St. Louis, 
and ofevery other city in this country. The 
modern civilized man is a hollow-chest<cd, 
spindle-shanked, one-sided creature, who has 
not gained anything intellectually by sacrific- 
ing himself physically, and the women are, if 
possible, worse than the men. 

Observe t};*,girls in any of our cities or towns 


as they pass &”--nd from school, and see how 
eddie blooming, shapely and 
png. Some une, ether, but very 
Yare all combined, while a decided majority 
neither one of them. Instead of high 
psts, plump arms, comely figures. and a 
aceful and handsome mien, you constantly 
see flat chests, angular shoulders, often rouna 
and warped forward, with scrawny necks, 
pipe-stem arms, narrow backs, and a weak 
wulk. Not‘one eirl inadozen is thoroughly 
erect, whether walking, standing or sitting. 
Nearly every headis pitched somewhas for- 
ward. The arms are trequently held 
almost motionless, and there iz aA 
general lack of spring and elasticity in their 
movements. Fresh, blooming complexions 
are so rure as to attract attention. Among 
eyes, plenty of them pretty, sparkling or in- 
telligent, but few have vigor and force. If any 
dozen girls, taken af random, should place 
their hands side by side ona table, many, if 
not most, ofthese hands would be found to 
lack of beauty and symmetry, the fingers, and 
indeed the whole hand, too, eften having a 
weak, undeveloped, nerveless look. Now watch 
these ut play. See how few of their games 
bring them really vigorous exercise. gSet 
them toTrunning, and hardly one of the party 
has the swift, graceful, giiding motien she 
might so readily acquire. No one can run 
any respectable distance at a good pace 
Th ere is abundant vivaeity and spirit, abun- 
dant willingness to play with great freedom, 
but very little such play as there might be and 
which would pay so well. Mostof their exer- 
cise worth calling vigorous is for their feet 
nlone, the hands seldom having mach to do. 
The giris of the most favored classes are gener- 
ally the poorest players. The quality and 
color ot their clothing necessitates their avoid- 
ance of all active, hearty play, whileit is the 
constant effort of nurse or governess to repress 
that superabundance of spirits which ought to 
belong to every Loy and girl. 


Mr. Blaikie’s book teljs in as few pages as 
possible (and with an utter absence of nre- 
tense, which makes it good reading) just how 
these physical defects may be overcome and 
health and strength substituted for languor 
or weakness. Le gives plain and practical ex- 
planations of the wayin which muscles are 
neglected and the ailments such neglect en- 
tails, and he places within the reach of every 
onethe simple exercises which will supply 
what the system needs. He pays attention to 
old people and to young people, to fat people 
and thin people, to bovs and girls, to 


all kinds and classes, and he opens a wider , 


range of exercise and of accessible exercise 
than any author who has ever taken up the sub- 
ject. His suggestions are alwavs sensible and 
always practical, he has no theories, his en- 
thusiasm is tempered by discretion, he is 
equally appreciative of the value of all exer- 
cises and alive tothe dangers of any kind of 
excess. A Single pageof his chapter on ex- 
ercises for women shows how catholic he is in 
his views and how sensible in expressing them. 

The vanity of exercises open to woman, 
especially out of doors, is almost as great as to 
man. Every one knows some graceful horse- 
woinan,and itis a pity there were nota hundred 
where there isone. One ofthe most expert of 
our acquaintance is the mother of one ofthe 
most giited physicians inthe land, and he al- 
ready isa middle aged man. There are a few 
lgaies in this country, andagood manyin 
Engiand, who think nothing ofa five or six 
mile walk daily,amd an occasional one of twice 

thatlength. Oncein awhile a married woman 

here will do some long-distance 
skating. In Holland, inthe season, it is with 
many an every day affair. Some of the best 
swimmers and floaters atthe watering places 
ace woinen, and they certainly do not look 
much troubled with nervousness. More than 
one womun has distinguished herselfin Alpine 
climbing. The wiiter onee saw a 
woman, apparently twenty-eight, a 
handsome, rosy, vigorous, English- 
woman, row her father from 
Putney to Mortlake on the Tiames, a distance 
of four miles and three furlongs,not at a racing 
pace, to be sure, but at a lively speed. 
The measured precision of that 
lady’s stroke, the stately poise of the body and 
head, and the clean, neat and effective feath- 
ering, would have done credit to an old Oxford 
oar. What a woman has done, woman may 
do. Bind one arm in a sling, and keep it utter- 
ly idle for a month, and meanwhile ply the 
other busily with heavy work, such as swing- 
ing a hammer, axe or dumb-bell, and is it hard 
to say which will be the hedlthier, the plump- 
er, the stronger—the live arm, at the end of 
the menuth? And will this only apply to men’s 
arms, and not to women’s?

‘“‘The Master of Red Leat ,’ By Mrs. E. A. 
Meriwether. 


It can scarcely be said that hitherto in the 
history of American letters the South has beea 
a very successful contestant with the North for 
the right to wear thelaurel crown. Poeis her 
representative poet, and Gilmore Simms her 
representative novelist. Orators and states- 
men she may proudlv boast of, but her candi- 
dates forauthorship are few in number aad 
fewer inimmortality. It is therefore a littie 
remarkable that, within a short period, two 
Southern works, by two different authbors,have 
appeared, which bear on their ‘‘front and 
face’’ the light of immortal life, destined to go 
down to future generations. 

The first of these is Gen. Taylor’s ‘‘ Destruc- 
tion and Reconstruction,’’ adnitted on all 
hands to be the most readable Look on the war 
yet written, far superior to Gen. Sherman's. 

The second isja romance of the war, ‘'Ths 


“*The Master of Read Leaf’’ is published by 
Tinsley & Co., London, in cloth ana gold} 
three volumes; publisiers’ price, 31s 64— 
about $6 of eur money.. -As it is just out, it has 
not as yet been extensively reviewed by the 
London press. One paper, however, that we 
have seen, pronounces ita ‘‘powerful story, 


firmly and strongly written and of deep pathos, 
destined to create a wider sensation than 
‘Uncle Tom’s Oabin.’’’ Not many buoks of 
600 pages, large type, have we begun and fin- 
ished ata single sitting. This boos, ‘*The 
Master of Red Leaf,’’ was begun and finished 
without a thought of fatigue, with unflagging 
interest, from beginning to end; andthen the 
temptation was strong to turn back again and 
re-read it. Our first reading was one of mental 
enjoyment; but we wished to do better by the 
book, and went over it again to see what of 
philosophy, what moral and artistic merit, it 
possessed—whether as a work of fiction or true 
history it had the greater worth. 

‘‘The Master ef Red Leaf’’ carries the reader 
along rapidly through exciting scenes, awak- 
ening curiosity and giving new views in each 
succeeding chapter, and would never satisfy 
by one perusal, It should be studied, reflectea 
upon, criticised. in order to learn its real 
value. It is philosophy, for it shows the reason 
of things; it is morality, for it gives the conse- 
quences of actions, both good and bad; it is 
history, for it lays before the reader the true 
events of the past quarter of a century 
with so graphic a delineation of facts 
that thousands now living could tell you the 
real names of the actorsin the drama. This 
is not a mere collection of isolated tacts. The 
whole is true—true as if the gifted author had 
seen betore her thé events transpiring, and 
she was only required to sift and arrange her 
material; but she not only sifted 
and arranged her material. 
She brought actidns and their sequences to 
bear upon the most difficult problems of the 
age. Itis more than a picture, itis ag though 
the plastic urt had moulded all the men and 
women of her history. It 9s said that after 
Michgel Angelo had completed his grand statue 
ot David ke threw hig. chisel at it, with 
the command, ‘‘Now speak,’’. as if only 
speech were wanted to make it life itself. We 
see before us the living creaturein ‘‘The Mas- 
ter ot Red Leat.’’ The command to speak was 
obeyed. All the amenities of lite, all the cour- 
tesies of the grand old regime of the Sunnv 
Land are before us as we read; the intercourse 
never even bordering upon obtrusiveness be- 
tween master and servant, even the quaint 
customs of the days before the cataclysm of 
the war are brought in, not to mar, but to 
make the history more vivid. 

It is truly a work of art, foras weread we 
believe, believe it all—more, we know itis 
true. Theauthor gives ali sides, the good of 
all—the evil of all. If at any time she intro- 
duces a pecuéiar phase ot belief in social ques- 
tions, it is that she may show the earnestaess 
of herown convictions. 

It would seem that some reviewers are of 
opinion that their chief business is to find the 
weak pointe, the taults ofa work. The art of 
admiring is a difficult one, to little minds and 
timid souls. Our viewis that a critic should be 
an appreciative, ifan austere judge. Thatany 
literary work can be absolutely perfect, is not 
to be expected, but we must say in all candor, 
the faults of the ‘‘Master of Red Leaf’’ are so 
overwhelmed by its merits, thatthey sink out 
of sight even ot the critical reader. The lan 
guage is forcible, terse, and at times musical, 
the pathos touches the heart and brings tears 
to the eyes, and from the firstto the last page 
the interest is unabated. Each character is a 
:ype of the class it represents. We believe the 
book is destined to live as a storied picture of 
the times of whichittreats and will ve a per- 
petual power for good to the people.

At last accounts Capt. Barnard, whom twe 
weeks ago the P.-D. mentioned as having set 
out for the wreck of the ‘‘Yellowstone,’’ was 
still going on towards that sunken vessel— 
or what may be left of her.

The POST-DI8PATCH of last Saturday had an 
item concerning La Confiance, the Frencn 
company which isthe latest invasion of for- 
eign f{gieaners into the American insurance 
field. The best information vet obtained and 
published concerning this company is not ofa 
character to inspire confidence in its resources 
or its management. It is apparentiy more 
ambitious than solid, more ‘‘enterprising’’ 
than successful, and the paltry $300,000 
which it hus in this country can easily be ab- 
sorbed in any ‘‘first-class’’ fire. 

Superintendent Smyth is supposed to ‘‘run’’ 
the Insurance Department of this State, but it 
is well-known that he is simply the creatare of 
a certain class of politicians. It is known thas 
when La Confiance applied for a license todo 
business in this country it was refused. Sub- 
sequently, as alleged, Senator Harris was re- 
tained by the company, and, in accordance 
with bis dictation, the company was admitted. 
The financial statement of the condition ef the 
company, published by the American agents, 
is a ridiculous exhibit, and not caiculated ts 
win the coufidenmce of American insurers.— 
[Spectator. 

An old-time preacher once told his audience 
that when some of them were surprised to find 
themselves safely in heaven, they would 
have two more Rurprises—one to 
iniss some people they had _ calculated 
to see, and one to see some people they had 
calculated to miss. When the new syndicate 
of insurance companies, which is now holding 
love feasts, is fully tormed. a cousiderable 
number of agents will wonder why they 
were left out, and another considerable num- 
ber will wonder how they got there. The re- 
formation, so fur as itis understood, is not to 
be by the old lines at all. Some of the brethren 
who have been roaming fancy free, cutting 
amongthe rated risks, will find themselves 
within the walled city, while to the others the 
door willbe shut and they will have no oil in 
their lamps. 

The Globe-Democrat of last Sunday morning 
published a well-written communication made 
by Secretary Aubintothe St. Louis Board of 
Fire Underwriters and followed it on Monday 
morning with the reportof an interview with 
Chief Sexton concerning Mr. Aubin’s sugges- 
tions. The Chief says in effect that Mr. 
Aubin's . notions are Frenchy and fanciful, 
that Paris has fire-proof or substantial build- 
ings,which recounts for the comparative small 
ratio of fire losses; and that Mr. Aubin’s no- 
tions of a thorough daily gymnastic drill of 
the ffremen are nonsense. Yet in Paris, 
where, as the Chief correctly says, 
the buildings are of the most substantial char- 
acter, and the necessity furit thereforeis ap- 
purently so much less,ithis daily gymnastic 
drill is thought to be so imperatively required 
as to be a distinguishing feature of the best fire 
brigade in the world, 

Insurance circles were suddenly demoralized 
this week tor twenty-five minutes by the ru- 
nor, not well authenticated, that some insur- 
ance agents of the Board per- 
suasion had run wild, leaped over tiie 
bars, broken down the fence and made fearful 
rentsin the weakest portion of their pants 
with the unavoidable and regretful disclosures 
which such a state of tning involves. After 
diligeht inquiry by the I. G. 
the POST-DISPATCH is able to say 
that, like most similar rumors which vainly at- 
tempt to impugn the good faith and sterling 
manhood of the _ fraternity, the whole 
thing owas idie wind. Wind varies in 
quality and kind. sometimes it 
is the gentle zephyr that kisses tke 
cheek of beauty or woos to soft slumber the 
tireatoiler. Sometimes it is the harricane that 
carries sudden and severe destruction in its 
path. Sometimes, as inthe case referred to, 
it is only——something else. Weleave it to the 
brethren to extend the analysis.

Ever i tie backwoods of 
América, where one would least expect any- 
thing but the daily toil for the daily bread, 
Gistincs canons of criticism are to be feund, 
though they be formulated unconsciously to 
the critics themselve;. To prove this one need 
only study, the average chromo, or the usual 
clipping from the ‘‘picture paper’’. where- 
with the coarse log walls are adorned. 
In some sections of the country, for 
instance, the pictures are all such heads 
as ‘*‘The Mountain Belle,'’ ‘‘The Pride ot the 
Weat,’’ and ‘*The Southern Beauty,’’ faint 
archtaic chromos in few colors representing a 
female face in various grades of distortion and ~ 
Goughiness. All of them have geometrical 
eye-brows and wooden hair, and the cross- 
hatching in the shadow of the r chins bas all the 
unique effect ot the bigh-water mark of a hur- 
ried a! iution. The drawing is always ridicu- 
lous, ihe colors impossible and the attitude 
productive of cramps. 

The one merit such wretched daubs have is 
their exponential power in indicating 
a class. These sort of things 
are the joy and the pride of the pretty rural 
lover of the beautiful, andthe complimentary 
colors of the dress and the pinked cheeks of the 
dead white face are her wsthetic ideal, which 
she copies as faras she can in complexion, 
feature and garb. 

To a lower intellectual grade beloog the buy- 
ers of sheet-pictures like *‘Uur Dead Heroes’’ 
or ‘‘A Country Life’’—taces and acenes where- 
ofasplotch of brown and black and a lively 
imagination in the beholder may make 
anything, from Gen. Grant ,to Mrs. 
Surratt. The folks who surround themselves 
with these cheap monstrosities treat their 
prizes as lovingly asa connoisseur would his 
Rubens or his Vandyck, until they wear out 
their admiration. 

These things mean something to them, for 
they like them, while they would not bestow a 
second glance on a really meritorious chromo, 
as some of those of Beatiice Cénci. Now, 
whcnce comesthe curious] criticism in their 
minds; why do they affect such peculiar art 
likings?
